Peres at Yad Vashem: 

Latin American Jewry in danger’

Prime Minister Peres said last 
night that time is r unnin g out for the 
Jews of Latin America and that they 
must be brought to Israel. 

Addressing an audience of several 
thousand, including Holocaust sur- 
vivors, at Yad Vashem in Jerusalem, 
Peres also said that Western Jews 
can be attracted to aliya through “a 


daring kind of Zionism - not sleep- 
ing anti-Semitism." 

Peres stressed the need for more 
immigrants, even if their absorption 
means belt-tightening for the rest of 
the country. 

The loneliness of the Jews during 
the Hitler era, Peres said, was partly 
because the State of Israel did not 
yet exist. There was no power ready 
to offer salvation and save Jews from 


the concentration camps, he con- 
tinued. “not the Allies, not the Red 
Cross, not the pope." The world 
“was silent and die destruction con- 
tinued." Peres said. 

Alluding to President Reagan's 
plans to visit Germany to mark the 
40th anni versary of the end of World 
War D, Peres said that one could be 
reconciled with one's enemies, but

Gov’t falls as 
rival Moslems 
battle in Beirut

Lebanese Prime Minister 
Rashid Karameh resigned 
yesterday, bringing down his 
Syrian-sponsored national unity 
government and plunging Leba- 
non into a new crisis. 

The ostensible reason for tbe res- 
ignation was the latest breakdown of 
order both in Beirut and in the 
southern port of Sidon. where three 
weeks of communal bloodletting 
have claimed at least 1 12 lives. 

“What has happened is a horrific 
nightmare." Karameh, 63, a Sunni 
Moslem, said of the latest bout of 
savagery as rival Moslem militias 
battled in tbe streets of West Beirut 
on Tuesday and yesterday. 

Hospitals reported at least 29 peo- 
ple were killed and 120 wounded in 
the house-to-house fighting between 
the dominant Shi'ite AmaJ militia 
and Sunni Mourabitoun irregulars. 

In a five-minute radio address. 
Karameh described Amal's crack- 
down on the Mourabitoun. its for- 
mer ally in fi g hting against Leba- 
non’s Christian warlords, as a “col- 
lossally dangerous" event. 

“No one can justify what is hap- 
pening in our capital." Karameh 
said. 

“To apologize to you, brothers, 
for what has happened, I tender to 
you and to Beirut the resignation of 
the national unity cabinet." 

He then telephoned his resigna- 
tion to Christian President Amin 
Jemayel in suburban Baabda. Local 
radio stations said Jemayel asked 
Karameh to stay on as caretaker 
until a new government can be 
formed. 

Karameh ’s resignation could now 
force Syria to act to prevent the 
situation in Lebanon from de- 
teriorating further. 

Damascus has remained aloof 
from the recent unrest, including the 
Phalange Christian rebellion led by 
Samir Jeajea in the Maronite heart- 
land last month. Beyond a few veiled 
threats, and statements of support 
for Jemayel. Syria has so far done 
nothing to halt Lebanon’s slide into 
anarchy. 

But the fall of the national unity 
government the Syrians created in 
Beirut early last year and which they 
have been propping up ever since, is 
something they are unlikely to 
ignore - and it is possible that one of 
the main reasons behind Karameh’s 
resignation was to spur the Syrians 
into action. 


As the crisis emerged, Jemayel 
consulted by telephone for an hour 
with Syriao President Hafez Assad 
on Karameh’s resignation. 

The Amal-Mourabitoun fighting 
was the heaviest in the Moslem sec- 
tor of Beirut m 14 months. It broke 
out at dusk Tuesday when Mourabi- 
toun fighters tried to open an office 
in a West Beirut residential neigh- 
bourhood in defiance of Amal. 

Druse warlord Walid Jumblatt's 
militiamen then joined Amal in 
nightlong machine gun and rocket 
duels that spread throughout West 
Beirut. 

The Shi'ite and Druse allies 
routed Mourabitoun fighters from 
their headquarters in the Comiche 
Mazraa thoroughfare by midmorn- 
ing yesterday. The attackers, armed 
with rocket-propelled grenades and 
jeep-mounted 106mm recoiless 
rifles, then ransacked and burned 
the Mourabitoun stronghold after 
fierce gunbatties around the Gamal 
Abdel Nasser mosque. 

“The Mourabitoun are finished 
forever," boasted a bearded Amal 
fighter carrying an assault rifle and 
fqstooned with ammunition clips. 

Two thousand children, some of 
them handicapped, were trapped in 
an Islamic orphanage near the mos- 
que. The orphanage director, Meri- 
land Akkad, said the children, aged 
between one and 16, were “terrified, 
crying and screaming" as gunfire and 
rockets hit the building. 

Cars burned in the streets during 
the height of the fighting and black 
pillars of smoke billowed from apart- 
ment blocks in die Hamra business 
district. 

By midday yesterday. Amal and 
their allies were dearly in full control 
of the city. Occasional bursts of 
gunfire suggested scattered pockets 
of Mourabitoun resistance were 
being mopped up. 

IDF denies soldier 
taken captive by PLO 

The Israel Defence Forces spokes- 
man yesterday denied that a soldier 
had been kidnapped in the West 
Bank, as the PLO had claimed ear- 
lier in the day. The spokesman said 
no soldiers were missing, Israel 
Radio reported. 

The PLO announced in Beirut 
yesterday afternoon that its men had 
taken a soldier named Levy Iya 
hostage and would kill him within 48 
hours if Israel did not release PLO 
men captured on a boat off Cyprus.

Six soldiers hurt in Lebanon

The IDF spokesman announced 
yesterday that Israel Air Force 
planes attacked a terrorist base 
northwest of Bar Elias in the Bekaa 


yesterday afternoon. All planes re- 
turned safely, and pilots reported 
accurate hits. Itim reported that the 
base had served as headquarters 
for the Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. 

Three terorists were killed early 
yesterday morning in a clash with an 
IDF unit in the eastern sector after 
they tried to cross into Israeli-held 
territory. 

Unifil sources said the IDF yester- 
day searched the Shi’ite villages of 
Sbabriha and Shu'ur, in the western 
sector. Unifil said the IDF arrested 
four Shu’ur residents, found large 
quantities of arms, including Kalash- 
nikov rifles, rockets and ammuni- 
tion.

Shamir: *My ministry 
working on summit

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Shamir said yesterday that he 
“hopes Ezer Weizman, in his talks in 
Egypt, is not saying anything to 
contradict positions already taken by 
the cabinet." 

Briefing the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, Shamir also 
said that a summit between Prime 
Minister Peres and Egyptian Presi- 
dent Mubarak ought to be possible 
after the ground has been properly 
prepared. 

Shamir said that such preparation 
was set in motion intensively a fort- 
night ago when the Foreign Ministry 
formed a top-level working commit- 
tee in conjuction with the Prime 
Minister's Office and the Defence 
Ministry. This committee is to sub- 
mit recommendations concerning 
the dialogue with Egypt to the Com- 
mittee of Security Ministers, to 
facilitate a meeting with top-level 
Egyptian officials. 

“The Foreign Ministry has been 
busy promoting the dialogue with 
Egypt,” Shamir said. “Some out- 
standing issues can be settled at tbe 
level of officials and others wall have 
to be left for an eventual summit.’' 
He did not indicate when the summit 
might take place. The prepara- 
tions which Shamir mentioned are 
being handled by the directors- 
general of the Prime Minister's 
Office Avraham Tamir and of tbe 
Foreign Ministry David Kimche, 
along with OC planning Branch Aluf 
Menahem Einan. 

Two Likud MKs, Eliafau Ben- 


Elissar and Dan Meridor, criticized 
Weizman’s trip to Cairo. 

Ben-Eissar said: “Weizman is the 
sort of man who'll cede positions 
before any talks actually begin. 
That’s why he's the wrong man to 
send to Cairo. It’s not just the pro- 
cedural aspect which disturbs me, 
tbe fact that Isreal-Egypt relations 
are not in Weizman 's sphere . ” 

Amn on Linn (Alignment) com- 
mented at this juncture, that when 
former prime minister Menachem 
Begin wanted to send somebody to 
Egypt behind the back of the late 
foreign minister Mosfae Dayan, Be- 
gin picked none other than Ezer 
Weizman. 

Reporting briefly on the visit to 
Jerusalem of U.S. Assistant Secret- 
ary of State Richard Murphy, Sha- 
mir said that Murphy brought no list 
of Palestinian candidates for a joint 
Jordan-Palestine delegation to talks, 
when the came here from Amman. 
No such list had been put to Murphy 
either, Shamir said. 

Shamir said: “Jordan cleaves firm- 
ly to the FLO. It will make no move 
writhout PLO sanction.' 1 

At tbe dose, tbe committee unani- 
mously endorsed a call by Meridor to 
cable President Reagan, urging him 
not to visit a German war cemetery 
while in the Federal Republic. 

Also in the Knesset, Mapam's 
Chaika Grossman issued a statement 
calling on Reagan to stay away from 
Dachau if his sole purpose is to show 
even-handedness. “There can be no 
balance between the graves of 
murderers and the graves of their 
victims," Grossman said. 


In talks with Algerian president: 

Reagan: Palestinians must 
be involved at every stage

WASHINGTON. - President 
Reagan yesterday assured visiting 
Algerian President Chadli Ben- 
jedid that Palestinians “have to be 1 
involved at every step" of the Arab- 
Israeli peace process, according to a 
senior administration official. 

The official, who briefed reporters 
at the White House followring 
Reagan's meeting with Ben jedid, 
quoted Reagan as saying that the 
Palestinian issue “is a very serious 
one and has to be addressed” 
Reagan and Ben jedid spent a 
considerable amount of their time 
exploring ways to promote the Arab- 
Israeli peace process, according to 
the U.S. official. 

Tbe official hinted that some prog- 
res had been achieved, although he 
declined to. elaborate.^ “It’s a -long . 
road," he said. "We've taken 
another positive step." 

The U.S. president reaffirmed 
support for bis September 1, 1982 
peace initiative, insisting on direct 
negotiations based on UN Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338. 
Those resolutions, the official said, 
require Israel to trade “land for 
peace." 


On Tuesday, Secretary of State 
George Shultz bad said the U.S. 
would maintain those same 1982 
positions at the start of any direct 
Arab-Israeli negotiating process. He 
insisted there is considerable sup- 
port for the Reagan plan in Israel 
and in the Arab world. 

According to the offia'al, Reagan 
and Ben jedid did not discuss in 
much detail the thorny matter of 
which Palestinians would be in- 
volved. Tbe U.S. refuses to negoti- 
ate with the PLO until it accepts 
Resolution 242 and Israel’s right to 
exist. Reagan simply insisted on the 
inclusion of some Palestinians. 

Ben jedid, the first Algerian pres- 
ident to visit Washington, was said to 
have welcomed "any initiative to- 
ward peace." According to the U.S. 
official, the Algerian visitor did not 
get into specifics but said that "all 
states could live in peace and secur- 
ity" in the region. 

There was only a "very brief’ 
discussion between the two presi- 
dents on U.S. aims sales to Algeria. 
The U.S. official said the administra- 
tion would be “glad to consider" any 
Algerian requests “on a case by 
case” basis. "No specific items were 
mentioned," he said. 


Israelis will not lose travelling bug

Fewer Israelis will travel abroad 
this year, and the ones who still take 
holidays will change their travelling 
habits, Natoar managing director 
Ramon Kirs hHer said yesterday. 
Natour comprises 140 local travel 
agents. 

The agents estimate a drop of 
around 20 per cent in tbe number of 
Israelis going abroad this year, com- 
pared to last. 

Estimating that some 500,000 
Israelis will take holidays in 1985, 
Kirshner said more of them will go to 


the Far East and the U.S- Fewer of 
them will go to such near destina- 
tions as Greece and its surrounding 
islands. Sixty per cent fewer, will go 
to Palma de Majorca than last year. 

Instead of taking two annual trips 
abroad Israelis will take one longer 
holiday to places like Portugal. Scot- 
land, Scandinavia, Hungary, Yugos- 
lavia and Poland, he added. 

As long as Israelis have money to 
spend, and as long as the govern- 
ment does not dxy-up the cash flow, 
people will continue travelling, he 
added. 


IS40,000 fine for baring breasts on beach

TEL AVIV. - Females from the age 
of 5 up may be fined as much as 
IS40.000 for baring their breasts on 
the city's beaches, the city's head of 
the beaches department David Jutan 
said yesterday. 

But Jutan assured The Jerusalem 
Post that no “breast-hunt", will take 
place, as city inspectors o£ beaches 
will concentrate on preventing ped- 
dling, violence and racket-ball 
games. 

“However, if they run into any 
bare breasts , or get complaints about 
topless women, they will enforce the 
law." he said. 

Last summer, eight women were 
taken to ■ court for sunbathing top- 
less on city beaches and were recent- 


ly lined IS1.000 each for the offence. 
Jutan said that according to the 
municipal by-law any person - ex- 
cept a child under 5 years old - found 
on the beach without "regular clo- 
thing or bathing suit" can be fined up 
to 1540,000. Tbe law does not specify 
what a regular bathing suit is, but 
Jutan said that for women it means a 
two-piece or one-piece suit which 
covers the breasts. 

“Modern bathing suits are so scant 
anyway that l don't see how anything 
more may be exposed. But the law is 
the law and will be enforced," Jutan 
said. 

Women caught bare-breasted last 
year were found on the segregated 
religious' beach, where many 
women practise topless sunbathing 
on days of the week dedicated to 


women bathers only. However, 
some religious women whose mod- 
esty was offended complained to the 
city and as a result the inspectors 
came to enforce the law. it was 
learned. 

Jutan could not say whether 
women bared their breasts on other 
beaches, bat complaints were made. 
“Maybe there were topless bathers 
here and there... it depends bow 
they were lying, on their backs or on 
their stomachs," he said. 

The official bathing season opens 
in Tel Aviv next Monday, but for the 
past few weeks the city’s beaches 
have been crowded. The city's life- 
guards are imposing sanctions and 
working only from 7.30 a.m. to 2.30 
p.m. weekdays, until 2 p.m. on Fri- 
days and not at all on Saturdays. 


Princess: Allies exonerated my SS father

LONDON. - In an interview on 
breakfast television yesterday. Prin- 
cess Michael of Kent reiterated a 
statement issued on her behalf re- 
cently that she knew notning about 
her father's SS past. 

She promised to produce a docu- 
ment in which she claimed her father 
was exonerated -in an investigation 
conducted by the allies - from any 
activity normally associated with the 
SS. 

Historians have been trying to 
clarify what role Baron Gunther von 
Reibnitz had within the SS. Much 
interest has also centred on whether 
♦he princess knew of her father's past 
~qu-.reing to the Buckingha m 
saying -ent in which she said 


she was shocked and surprised by the 

information. 

Philip Hall, a lecturer and author 
who supplied the story to the Daily 
Mirror, and Barry Everingbam, an 
Australian freelance journalist, both 
maintained yesterday that their 
sources and research made it hard to 
believe that she had no knowledge of 
tire past. 

The princess said her father “nev- 
er served in the SS, nor wore the 
uniform which, it is true, he was 
entitled to wear.” 

She said the news came as a total 
shock, and added; “My shoulders 
are broad and I will have to carry h ” 
The princess said she could under- 
stand the resentment that may be felt 
towards her by members of the pub- 
lic, but seeing that her father's past 


came as a shock to her too. there was 
little she could do. It was “like 
discovering you are adopted/ it is 
something quite unpleasant." 

Nazi-hunier Simon Wieseathal 
yesterday described as “unbeliev- 
able" the princess's statement that 
her father was only an “honorary” 
SS member. 

Wlesenthal, head of the Jewish 
Documentation Centre in Vienna, 
said people of Von Reibnitz’s rank 
would not have been honorary mem- 
bers, and that if he had held merely 
honorary rank, he would not have 
■been placed in charge of staff. 

According to Wlesenthal, Nazi re- 
cords showed Chat in 1937 Von Reib- 
rtitz was a member of the SS staff in 
the Oberabschaitt Suedost, a section 
covering Silesia, now pan of Poland.

Fred Csasznik, photographer, dies 


Fred Csasznik. one of Israel's 
foremost cinema and press photo- 
graphers, died in Jerusalem's Hadas- 
sah Hospital yesterday morning.

He also worked 
for the local press. 

Csasznik leaves a rare picture arc- 
hive portraying early Israeli history. 

Csasznik is survived by his wife, 
son and three grandchildren. His 
younger son fell in the War of Attri- 
tion in 1970.

All liberal factions danmng 
victory in talks on merger

TEL AVTV. - The Liberal Party’s 
warring sides all declared victory 
yesterday following the Liberal 
Council's 14-hour battle, waged late 
into Tuesday night in the auditorium 
and on the lawns of Kfar Hamacca- 
biah. over foe proposed merger with 
Herat. 

Throughout one of the longest 
days in the annals of the Liberal 
Party, everyone seemed to fight 
everyone else. The fatigued Liberal 
warriors finally voted for a com- 
promise motion , with only one coun- 
cil member casting a nay vote. The 
resolution declared that a special 
session of the party convention 
would be railed, either on June Id or 
June 20, to rule on the merger. 

Although party insiders admitted 
to The Jerusalem Post that the re- 
solution was largely meaningless, all 
sides to the conflict rushed to claim 
victory. 

Tourism Minister Avraham Shar- 
ir, who with Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim and Science Minister Gideon 
Pact favours the draft merger agree- 
ment with Herut. maintained yester- 
day that. “The council members 
finally saw tbe justice of our side’s 
position and joined us in this giant 
step towards implementing the prop- 
osed merger.” 

But Finance Minister Moda'i. who 
has come out against tbe merger 
proposal, saw the very same com- 
promise resolution. “As clearly in- 
dicating that the council finally 
adopted my stand almost literally." 

Apart from postponing the deci- 
sion for two months, the council also 
appointed Moda'i and Nissfrn. who 


helped draw up the draft merger 
agreement, as a special sub- 
committee of the party’s negotia- 
tions committee, to continue talks 
with Herut. 1 . 

A very high-ranking Herut source 
told The Post yesterday that most 
people in his party "no longer know 
whether to laugh or cr> at the liberal 
antics. We would be very surprised 
indeed if anything comes of this. The 
only thing which is clear at this point 
is that before Moda'i and Nissim can 
negotiate with us. they will have to 
agree among themselves, and that is 
almost impossible. The Liberal Par- 
ty may just be too disunited to unite 
with anyone." 

The benefits of the compromise 
for the Sharir-Patt-Nissim side fie in 
tbe fact that a date has been finally 
fixed for the convention; the merger 
opponents made no secret of their' 
desire to drag matters on for as long 
as possible and thus kill the merger 
plan by procrastination. 

For Moda'i the compromise was a 
bail out. 


He had allied himself to the anti- 
merger force - thus losing the sup- 
port of many in his own faction - 
although he does not really warn to 
cut his ties with Herut. On the other 
hand, it is dear to him that the' 
minute the merger takes effect, he 
will lose the status of party leader 
which he strived for so Jong to 
achieve.

“This morning we heard with re- 
lief that the plan has been changed, 
but we still canoot comprehend toe 
intention of paying honour to the 
fighters of toe (Nazis’) annihilation 
machine. Here there can be no sym- 
metry ” Hillel added, referring to 
Reagan’s intention to visit a German 
military cemetery. 

Hillel said that at a time when the 
world is getting ready to mark the 
40th anniversary of toe defeat of the 
Nazis, “it is difficult to acquiesce in 
toe intention of exonerating those 
who carried out its mission, which is 
a contribution - unintentional. I am 
sure - to toe process of getting the 
world to forget.” 

Doy Shilansky (Likud-Herut). a 
former Dachas inmate, said that if 
Reagan’s visit to toe death camp is 
designed to counter-balance his visit 
to a cemetery where SS men are 
buried - “and thereby put the vic- 
tims and the m ur derers on the same 
level - then don't go to Dachau.

Urgent Economics 

When the Knesset convened at 10 
a.m.. the House Committee had not 
released for debate the three econo- 
mic bills which were the reason, for 
the special session and which were 
tabled by the government yesterday. 
Normally, a two-day waiting period 
is required between the time a bill is 
tabled and when it is debated. 

The bills were released, but Treas- 
ury officials meanwhile remembered 
rhat then? were two additional ur- 
gent bDls which they had forgotten to 
list when they originally requested 
the special session. One deals with 
tax credits for ex-soldiers who work 
in certain fields, and the other with 
toe taxing of children's allotments.

-Opposition speakers denounced 
toe hasty calling of the special ses- 
sion without giving them a chance to 
study the bills. 

Yossi Saxid (Citizen's Rights 
Movement) was escorted out of the 
chamber by an usher after Speaker 
Shlomo Hillel bad called him to 
order three times.

But Hillel said that 
since some of them “had not had the 
patience to wait for the Knesset 
session to say what they were prop- 
osing** (but had gone to the media 
beforehand), he would not recog- 
nize any of them.

' Publication by the PLO that Kfar 
‘ Shaul is located bn the rite of the 
" former Arab village of^ Dcir Yassin 
did not deter toe Dutch viewers from 
pledging a total of 700,000 guilders, 
about S200. 000, during the telethon. 
Deir .Yassin was the scene oTa-nres-- 
■spere which occurred in 1948 during 
an attack by toe Irgun Zvai Leumi 
and the Stem Group. - 

The resurrection of the con- 
troversy associated wiih toe rite 
apparently made less of an impress- 


ion on the Dutch public than toe fact 
that 150 of the 350 Kfar Shaul pa- 
tients are Holocaust survivors. 

The telethon, conducted by the 
Evangelical Conservative Television 
Network of Holland, was within the 
context of toe network’s series com- 
memorating the 40th anniversary of 
Holland's liberation from the Nazis. 
It launched a six-week fund raising 
campaign for the institution. 

Dr. Yair Bar-El, the director of 
Kfar Shaul, said that the hospital has 
in the past received considerable 
assistance from the Dutch. 

Dutch donors contributed to the 
building of Beit Shalom, a house 
within toe Kfar Shaul village, which 
accommodates the chronically ill in 
as near to normaha home enViroiF 
ment as possible — . -a. ' i. 

According to Bar-El, KfarSbaul's 
psycho-geriatric division is being 
phased out, and in future, Kfar 
Shaul wfi] primarily be a rehabilita- 
tion centre.

Jutta Hohls can only guess what 
her father had known: He had been 


the head of the civil guard at the 
military installations and died in 
1946. ‘ “He had not,” she says 
“uttered one word about Belsen un- 
til bis death.” For many- Bergen 
residents - whatever they may have 


known or suppressed during the war 
- after 1945 “Belsen" was not a topic 
for much discussion. A local adult 
education course in 1982 did carry 
the title “Getting over the Past,” but 
this did not mean the concentration 


camp: it meant getting over the past 
after 1945. 

AS FAR AS many Beigeners see a 
connection between themselves and 
the camp, it is dial they were the 
victims. 

On April 22. 3945. the British 
ordered a temporary evacuation of 
the Bergen population. “The 
Bergeners felt punished for the camp 
for which they felt no guilt.” says 
Wilhelm Hohls. chairman of the So- 
cial Democratic Party faction in the 
city council. “This hardened their 
attitude. Their position was: ‘Now. 
leave ns alone with the camp.' ” 

Many Bergeners choose to re- 
member the aftermath of the war as 
“a time of expulsion and looting," 
says Hohls. 

When they came back - from the 
expulsion or from the war - the 
townsfolk bad worries other than the 
dark chapter of their past: “We were 
busy with ourselves. That is the 
German mentality. You do every- 
thing thoroughly." 

Hohls does not see himself as an 
exception to the past - “I came back 
from the front without a leg. 1 could 
not go on working in my former 
occupation as a hairdresser. I bad to 
make a living somehow. 

“Then I married. We had chil- 
dren. Also, we had many refugees 
from the East in Bergen. This, too. 
demanded much energy." 

It was through his political in- 
volvement, through work with trade 
unions, that Hohls met visiting 
Israelis who came to the site of 
Bergen-Belsen: it was through this 
that he became aware of the camp. 
As for the indifference most of his 
fellow Bergeners display towards the 
subject of the camp, Hohls blames 
German politicians to a large de- 
gree. 

“The way the past was dealt with 
in this country die population was 
convinced that the government has 
to pretend for a while that it was 
sorry about what had happened, but 
that they are not really serious about 
it." 

THERE IS a memorial at Bergen- 
Belsen, but 21 years passed before it 
readied its present size. 

In November 1945, Jews set tip a 
memorial for the Jewish victims of 
the camp. In 1946 the British Milit- 
ary Government arranged for the 
erection of a general memorial, in- 
cluding a wall with commemorating 
inscriptions. Only in 1964 was the 
last of the 14 mass graves at the site 
marked. Finally, in 1966, the gov- 
ernment of Lower Saxony had a 
small document hall built. 

But if there is a message in the 
memorial, it may not be getting 
through. “If my pupils were really to 
get an impression of what a concen- 
tration camp was, I would have to go 
with them to a place like Dadiau," 
\ sa^;^7olfgzgjg Hertjwig, headmaster 
l and history teacher at a school in 
6 Bergen. : 

The documents hall, he says, is too 
confusing for the pupils; and the 
documentation tries to do too many 
things atone time: “They have cram- 
med into a small room the history of 
National Socialism in general and 
that of the camp in particular. All 
this in addition to photographs from 
the camp, which, as such, are shock- 
ing. All tins is not very successful 
from a didactic point of view." 


Helmet Latrig says the documents 
hall does show clearly enough what 
the camp really looked like. He adds 
that the memorial is the jurisdiction 
of the district's Interior Ministry. 
That ministry, says Jewish lawyer 
Fuerst. has been planning a revamp- 
ing of the documentation for years 
with no end to the planning in sight. 
“The Jews are. of course, interested 
in the project, but until now we have 
not had the energy to deal wth it 
intensively." says Fuerst. "Do not 
forget that there are just 500 Jews in 
all of Lower Saxonv. Those few of us 
who are engaged in communal activ- 
ity are overworked as it is.” 

Headmaster Hertwie says that de- 
spite the drawbacks of the memorial, 
a visit there is a part of history 
lessons at his school. “Particularly in 
Bergen, democratic education 
would lack credibility without a con- 
frontation with the camp." stresses 
the headmaster, who was bom in 
1945. 

NOT EVERYONE agrees. A visit 
to Bergen-Belsen is not obligator}' 
for all schools in Lower Saxony. It is 
up to the schools themselves to de- 
ride. “Many classes are taken there, 
but we cannot order it." says Lattig. 
There are indeed teachers who re- 
frain from visiting Bergen-Belsen. 
sometimes claiming that today it 
cannot be fully comprehended any- 
way. 

This is a stark contrast to the 
frequent visits by many groups of 
British soldiers and student delega- 
tions from other parts of Germany to 
the Bergen-Belsen site. 

Up to now. even the Third Reich 
was not an obligatory subject in 
history lessons in Lower Saxony. 
Critics say many teachers seized the 
opportunity to evade the whole 
topic. Only in a newly drafted sylla- 
bus, not yet implemented - is Hit- 
ler’s dictatorship an obligatory topic 
for history teachers. 

THOSE who will be taught are the 
second post-war generation of Ger- 
mans - the “grandchildren" genera- 
tion. who seem to be more ready to 
know what happened then. Also 
their parents, most of whom were of 
a tender age or unborn during the 
Nazi era. are less inclined then their 
parents to oppose the subject of the 
Nazi past heing raised in schools, 
says Hertwig. 

Wil fried Wiedemann, who works 
at a Lower Saxony institute for poli- 
tical education that prepares mate- 
rials for teachers and others in adult 
education, welcomes the new readi- 
ness to deal with Bergen-Belsen . He 
points out. however, that the in- 
formation sources on Bergen-Belsen 
are scanty. The SS succeeded in 
burning down the camp's archives 
before retreating from Bergen- 
Belsen. 

The main information source has 
beeira study published in 1962. This 
year, Wiedemann's institute has 
promoted two new projects: a new 
edition of the 1962 book and a TV 
film on Bergen-Belsen. which in- 
cludes 22 minutes of documentary 
material shot by the British at the 
time of the camp's liberation. 

Those efforts will not change one 
basic fact about Begen-Belsen: 
amidst a lovely forest it will remain 
for many much more distant than the 
next human settlement. It will re- 
main the' forgotten camp.

“I ask you only one thing. Bring 


back my parents, my poor parents, 
protect them, even more than my- 
self, so that I may see them again as 
soon as possible. Bring them back 
one more time... I have so much 
confidence fa you that I thank you fa 
advance." Liliane carried this hope 
with her to her death several days 
later. 

• The last chapters of the book deal 
with reopening of Klaus Barbie’s 
dossier in the courts in Munich, 
Germany, how be was cracked down 
fa La Paz, Bolivia and the demand 
for his extradition by the French 
government. Klarsfeld’s wife Beate 
and a mother of three children de- 
ported from Izieu were instrumental 
in getting Barbie's dossier reopened. 
They demonstrated on foe steps of 
the Palace of Justice in Munich in 
September 1971/ In- March 1972, 
Beate and a woman who bad lost her 
husband, her oldest son and two 
daughters to the Lyon Gestapo left 
for La Paz, where Barbie had estab- 
lished residence under the name 
Klaus Altmaun. 

While demonstrating outside his 
offices in La Paz, the two women 
attracted a tremendous amount of 
attention fa the press, but the de- 
mands for . extradition were refused. 
Not until February 5. 1983, with a 
change in the Bolivian Government, 
was Barbie extradited to France. His 
trial, Klarsfeld estimates, will begin 
at the end of this year. 

Members of the families of the 
children deported from the orphan- 
age at Izieu are civil plaintiffs in foe 
Barbie trial. Klarsfeld is represent- 
ing approximately 60 such family 
members, eight of whom live fa the 
U.S., one in Brazil, two in Australia, 
12 in Israel and the others in France.' 

Les Enfants d’ Izieu is not for sale 
in French bookstores. “I did not 
compile foe book to make money,” 
Klaisfeld comments. “I could not 
bear foe thought of it being treated 
oo the basis of its saleability. Im- 
agine one week it is up front and then 
the next behind foe biography, of 
Hermann Goering. for example.”

What was good for banks was good for the economy

“They created a golem: They said 
they were bringing the money, they 
were developing the country', they 
were doing everything, it was ax- 
iomatic in those years that what was 
good for the banks was good for the 
country, and no one should interfere 
with wbai they did." 

With these and other sharp re- 
marks the current chairman of the 
Securities Authority. Eliezer Shilo- 
ni, grabbed the limelight in the Bej- 
ski Commission's hearings yester- 
day. But, although, as Justice Bejski 
himself told Shiloni. he was giving 
the media good headlines, his testi- 
mony was merely colourful and lack- 
ed any real body". 

In fact, the* two witnesses that 
appeared during the day made up a 
varied menu. In the morning came 
the main course of meaty evidence 
from Zadik Bino. the managing 
director of the Firs* International 
Bank. Shiloni ‘s appearance in the 
afternoon was a spicy dessert by 
comparison. 

Bino was the last senior banker to 
be invited in the cun-ent round of 
testimonies. Unlike all his predeces- 
sors. he was called more as an expert 
witness, since his bank had not reg- 
ulated its shares. Therefore, unlike 
his predecessors, he was not under 
pressure and not in the de fucto role 
of an "accused." 

As a result, and in sharp distinc- 
tion to the other bankers. Brno went 
out of his way to be helpful. He 
actually sought to answer questions 
instead of stone-walling and avoid- 
ing as much and for as long as 
possible. Tnis. in turn, led to his 
testimony taking only nvo hours. 
But it contained more information 
than twice as much time of the kind 
of testimony that the commission has 
been hearing from most of its earlier 
witnesses. 

Biao's evidence contained numer- 
ous points of interest, not all of them 
directly concerning the regulation 
sy stem that is the commission's main 
concern. The key area which he was 
required to relate to was why his 
bank had never regulated its shares 
and what the consequences had 
been. 

Bino explained that the First In- 
ternational had always put its emph- 
asis on profitability, rather than 
growth for its own sake. Therefore it 
didn't need to expand its share base, 
since its capital grew from accumu- 
lated profits. Only when it wanted to 
begin expanding overseas, did it 
make a large share issue. 

This tied in with the idea prop- 
ounded by other bankers, ifiqt it was 
the, need* to build their Overseas 
network that drove them*’ to* raise 
more and more capital through the 


share market. This constant re- 
course to new issues had been the 
underlying reason why regulation 
had become necessary. 

Bino stressed that he had always 
regarded the regulation system as 
inherently bad and had been deter- 
mined not to get involved. In this 
connection, he revealed the true

story surrounding the rumour that in 
1985 Fiist International had attemp- 
ted to join the regulation, but had 
been prevented from doing so. 

The main shareholders of the 
bank (Bino was very careful not to 
name names, but the reference was 
clearly to the Danot company and 
the investors' group who founded it. 
headed by Marc Mosbevics, P.L. ) 
had wanted to sell pan of their 
holding in the bank in order to raise 
cash. The only way they could do this 
was to join the regulation, thereby 
enticing the public to buy the bank's 
shares and allowing them to sell. 

Bino himself opposed this idea 
strongly, as he had consistently done 
before, and Examiner of Banks 
Gaiia Maor was also against it. Her 
refusal to allow the bank to borrow 
in order to set up a subsidiary abroad 
so as to support its shares in the 
market, effectively killed the possi- 
bility of joining the regulation. 

Bino also requested that the well- 
known academic authority on bank- 
ing and finance. Prof. Amir Baxnea, 
prepare a personal assessment of the 
desirability of such a move. Barnea's 
conclusion, that the risk of regulat- 
ing outweighed its benefits, sup- 
ported Bino in his argument. 

In the end, the Danot group swap- 
ped a large chunk of FIBI shares 
with Bank Discount and thereby 
obtained a more liquid asset, as they 
thought (in the end. they were 
caught in .the October 1983 col- 
lapse*. r 

Another revelation of a murky 
comer of First International’s past 


came to light through the now- 
famous Ben-Sa'adon reports. Yehu- 
da Ben-Sa’adon. the Securities Au- 
thority observer at the Stock Ex- 
change. noted in his weekly report of 
February 29, 1980. that a peculiar 
event had occurred regarding FIBI 
slock. When the public was buying, 
some outside force entered large 
selling orders and pushed the price 
down! This he called “reverse reg- 
ulation.'' 

Bino bad no trouble clearing up 
tile mystery. “I remember that very 
well," he said, not bothering to con- 
sult documents or notes to refresh 
his memory. The owners at that time 
(again he refrained from names, but 
the reference here is to the Eisen- 
berg group of companies) warned to 
sell shares and wanted the bank to 
support its shares and buy in the stock 
that they were selling. Bino refused 
to comply, so that the seller or sellers 
were forced to sell through their 
brokerage firm, Nesu'a and through 
First International itself, forcing the 
price down. (Within two months 
Eisenberg had sold his controlling 
stake in the bank to Danot. ) 

These stories in themselves speak 
volumes about the stock market, 
regulation, Eisenberg. Danot. First 
International and Bino himself. But 
in terms of the commission’s main 
concern, it was Bino's explanation of 
why the banks lost control of the 
regulation, that was most important. 

Since the shares had to go up and 
could never fall, under the self- 
imposed rules of the regulation sys- 
tem. and since the banks had to 
compete against each other in terms 
of the yield on their shares, the 
market - meaning the main players 
therein - knew how to exploit the 
system to the full. 

' A wave of buying on the shares of 
a bank in the regulation group would 
drive its share price up far beyond 
what the bank's management bad 
intended. Then, almost automatical- 
ly, the money would roll over to 
another bank and so on, always 
knowing that the banks, forever 
planning the next issue of shares, 
could not let their price fall even 
slightly. 

Bino emphasized that the inten- 
tion had been to give only a marginal 
real return. In the reality of the 
marketplace, the "golem" as Shiloni 
was to call it, ran amok and the result 
was real yields of 30-40% annually. 

Bino endeavoured to cover for his 
fellow-bankers by putting forward 
the view that it would have been 
impossible for any single bank to 
stop regulating. “Any small or 
medium-sized bank that tried to get 
off the regulation system would nave ‘ 
been wiped out immediately bv its 
depositors withdrawing their 
funds.” he ventured. 


However, he was forced to with- 
draw from this position when faced 
with the evidence that not only did 
his own medium-sized bank never 
join the regulation - something he 
admitted took years to explain to the 
bank's customers - but Mizrahi stop- 
ped regulating tor 1 Vi years without 
meeting the fate he predicted. 

In the end. Bino allowed that the 
time to have got off the system 
was when the banks were profitable, 
or when the stock market was boom- 
ing and prices were rising anyway, 
preferably when both conditions 
were met simultaneously. Ideally, if 
all the banks bad acted together, the 
shock would not have been too 
great. These somewhat speculative 
suggestions were as far as he would 
permit himself to be drawn. 

In the afternoon. Shiloni proved 
to be one of the most peppery- and 
outspoken witnesses to appear to

date. While he was adamant on the 
main issues, admitting bis failure to 
take action on the regulation and 
being fobbed off with promises of 
action by the Treasury {he was chair- 
man of the Securities Authority from 
February* 1983. and therefore not 
long in office before the regulation 
system blew up), he had much to say- 
on other matters. 

He described the state of the Au- 
thority when he took over - “they 
left me a ruin with nothing in it” - 
and his attempts to develop its inves- 
tigative functions and put some teeth 
into it. 

Then for the second time, it trans- 
pired that the Securities Authority 
had held back documents from the 
commission. This time the matter in 
question was a file of 220 depositions 
from bankers and government offi- 
cials regarding their personal stock 
market activities, or lack of them, in 
the three weeks befofe the collapse. 
This file had gone to the State Attor-

Shiloni delivered him- 
self of some of the best lines yet to 
emerge from this commission of in- 
quiry: 

Regarding his own experience, 
wherein he had been fired as Income 
Tax Commissioner in 1978 for re- 
questing (he imposition of capital 
gains tax on the stock exchange, he 
said: '*1 paid with my own blood for 
trying to get at the exchange... one 
Friday they got me." 

Then he said, “if I was deverer. I , 
might have acted differently... but if ' 
l was cleverer I wouldn't be sitting at 
the Securities Authority." Finally, 
on the basic question of who knew 
about the regulation: ''The Bank of 
Israel knew, the Treasury knew... 
they all knew. 'Whoever says he 
didn't know... well, let God help 
him." 

Zurich’s Nova Park 
Hotel bankrupt 

ZURICH (Reuter). - A Zurich 
court ordered bankruptcy proceed- 
ings yesterday against the luxury 
Nov a Park Hotel group, run by flam- 
boyant entrepreneur Rene Hatt- 

A company spokesman said the 
judge had announced his decision, 
rejecting Hatt’s personal plea to save 
the firm" which runs exclusive hotels 
in New York. Paris and Zurich. No 
decision had been made on whether 
to appeal. 

The burly 57-year-old self-made 
millionaire took up bis own defence 
in court agrmst a move by his largest, 
creditor. Credit Suisse, to start 
bankruptcy proceedings. 

Credit Suisse argued the group 
had not paid any interest on the 
mortgage for the Zurich Nova Park 
Hotel since July 1983 and now owed 
the bank 63 million Swiss francs ($25 
million). 

It said other creditors were seek- 
ing ?5m. francs (S30m.). adding the 
group was clearly over-indebted. 
The bank's lawyer said there was no 
plan to restructure. 

The group's troubles started ex- | 
pansion abroad, when Hatt bought 
the Elysce hotel in Paris, among the 
most expensive in Europe, and the 
exclusive Gotham in New York. 


Soviets asked to sell 
home-grown fruit 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - Private 
gardeners in the Soviet Union will be 
encouraged to sell their produce at 
city markers to help overcome shor- 
tages of fresh fruit and vegetables. 
Prm d* said yesterday. 

It said a directive by the presidium 
of the Supreme Soviet called for 
fuller use of citizens' private allot- 
ments. as well as the collective fann- 
cooperative and state sectors, to 
satisfy the population's demand for 
food. 

Collective farms and state- run 
agricultural cooperatives are 
allowed to sell surplus produce on 
officially recognized markets for 
profit, as are individuals who grow 
fruit and vegetables on their own 
small plots. 

The presidium said private grow- 
ers should be stimulated to make 
their produce available ar the mar- 
kets by improving supplies of manu- 
factured consumer goods for their 
purchase.

Dollar recovers to trade 
above three German marks 


IX7NDON (Reuter). - The dollar 
clawed its way back above three 
marks ou currency markets yester- 
. day after dipping briefly below the 
psychological level on further con- 
cern about the condition of the U.S 
economy. 

The dollar fell as low as 2.9870 
marks as toe focus of trading switch- 
ed from the Far East to Europe 
yesterday morning, but quickly 
bounced back as banks and commer- 
cial traders bought the U.S. currency 
to cover sales commitments. 

- The dollar was fixed in Frankfurt 
at 3.0220 marks and in early after- 
noon was trading just below 3.02 
marks; compared with Tuesday 
night's 3.0280 dose in London. 

Sterling continued its recent show 
of strength, rising to $1.2830 from 
$1.2770 Tuesday night* 

- The dollar, has now slumped 13% 
from a 13 Vi year peak of 3.4780 
marks at toe end of February. Deal- 
ers say the reversal of fortunes re- 
flects fears of a severe slowdown in 
America’s heady economic growth 
fate, highlighted by news that U.S. 
industrial output rose by a sluggish 
0.3% last month. 

With market sentiment running 
against the dollar, little heed was 


paid to a sharp rise in U.S. housing 
starts for March. 

Traders said toe fortunes of the 
dollar depend crucially on revised 
first-quarter Gross National Product 
(GNP) figures due today from toe 
Commerce Department in Washing- 
ton. 

The department's preliminary 
estimate on March 21 that toe U.S. 
GNP was growing at a mere 2.1% 
annual rate in toe first three months 
of this year signalled a sharp slow- 
down from the 1984 rate of 6.8% and 
sent toe dollar into a tailspin. 

Today's data, based on complete 
information for toe first quarter, will 
give a better indication of how toe 
U.S. economy is likely to fare this 
year, the dealers said. 

“Other factors have also weighed 
heavily against toe dollar in recent 
weeks - a rash of problems which 
have cropped up in U.S. financial 
institutions and falling American in- 
terest rates, which have pared toe 
dollar's attraction for many inves- 
tors. 

The key Federal funds commer- 
cial money market rate dipped from 
8% to 8Vfe% in New York Tuesday 
and dollar deposit rates followed suit 
in Europe yesterday.

The report also said that by mid- 
1990, toe military portion of tax 
collections will hit 64% - toe highest 
rate since the Vietnam War. 

The study titled "The Military Tax 
Bite,” was by the Centre on Budget 
and Policy Priorities, a research 
group often critical , of the Reagan 
Administration's approaches to 
military -and domestic spending. 

According to the study, based on 
Office of Management and Budget 
figures, 51% of personal and corpo- 
rate income taxes and other general 
revenues will be used for $376 billion 
in military related programmes for 
the fiscal year ending October 1. 

This includes $254b. for the De- 
fence Department, plus veterans be- 
nefits, foreign military aid, toe milit- 
ary aspects of the space programme 
and civil defence. 

It also includes $88b. in interest 
payments on toe portion of the 
national debt attributable to military 
programmes of toe past, toe study 
said. 

If the defence buildup continues at 
the Pentagon’s projected pace , milit- 
ary spending will bit 63.7% of tax 
collections in toe fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1990. This would be 
toe highest figure since the 66.6% of 
1970 when toe U.S. was fighting a 
war in Vietnam, the report said.

Topsy-turvy market is aimless 


TEL AVIV. - The Share market is 
acting like a drunk man. lurching 
from side to side, wfth no two steps 
in toe same direction. Every day 
brings a new swing, first up then 
down. Yesterday was toe turn of the 
downside. 

Nothing dramatic happened of 
course. More shares went down than 
up. The non-bank index fell, but toe 

slight rise in the "arrangement" sec- 
tor made up for this and allowed toe 
General Share Index to eke out a 
small gain. 

The only factor worth pointing ont 
is that when the market goes down, 
toe volnrae increases, and when it 
rues again, toe volume shrinks. In a 
normal market this would be a nega- 
tive symptom, showing that there is 
more* selling pressure than there is 
buying interest. However, the Tel 
Aviv market, particularly at present, 
has nothing to do with normality. 

Nor can the current levels of trad- 
ing be considered as "volume" in 
any meaningful sense of toe word. 
They are only distinguishable as 
trading when compared to absolute 
zero, which would allow the market 
toe mercy of staying shut and not 
embarrassing itself with toe present 
pseudo-trading. The way things are 
going, absolute zero may not even be 
so far away. 

One should always point ont that 
even on days as devoid of important 
developments as the recent period, 
there are many individual issues that 
go up or down by 10, 15 and some- 
times 20%. In the context of a dor- 
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mant market, these gyrations are 
often the only signs of life and prove 
that somebody, somewhere is still 
putting in buy or sell orders. 

Absurdities abound and every day 
brings new examples, but yesterday 
had a plum, by any standards. Sdom 
Metals option was the focus of a 
demand for 181.800 units. The price 
rose by no less than 11.9% , from 286 
to 320. The volume was... you won’t 
guess, however low you shoot. The 
volume was zero, because whoever 
put in the buying orders withdrew as 
toe price rose, until he had evened 
himself out and no options actually 
changed hands. 

Announcements: 

Lodoa and Piryon announced that 
Piryon.the Eisenberg-owned invest- 
ment company has sold its holding in 
Lodzia Textiles to the Rotloi and 
Sobel families, who own the Rotes 
textile firm.. Piryon’s stake was 
22.9% of toe capital and 51.62% of 
toe equity of Lodzia. The new own- 
ers said they intend to keep Lodzia 
working as an independent unit and 
plan no major changes at present. 

Haif a Chemicals published pre- 
liminary results for 1984, which 


would seem to show that the ad- 
justed profit rose from IS3.641 mil- 
lion in 1983 to IS6,66Qm. last year. 
The company also announced 300% 
bonus shares and a 15% cash di- 
vidend.

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No forgetting 


Martyrs’ and Heroes’ Remembrance Day, which falls today, 
will be an occasion for Jews around the world, but especially in 
Israel, to reaffirm their resolve not to allow the memory of the 
six million gassed and slaughtered by the German Nazis and 
their henchmen to be expunged, nor the Holocaust to be 
forgotten or distorted as it sinks deeper into the past. 

Such reaffirmation is particularly called for today because it 
is right now, forty years after the Allied victory over the Nazis, 
that an attempt is being made to finally lift ah burden of guilt 
from the collective German conscience for the unspeakable 
atrocities of World War IT. 

Germans on both sides of the post-war political divide have 
never too willingly accepted responsibility for Nazi crimes. 

In East Germany a totalitarian communist regime that still 
bears more than a superficial resemblance to the Hitlerite 
model has steadfastly refused to acknowledge any meaningful 
link with the national past. In West Germany, a resurgent free 
and democratic society, while making at least partial amends 
for past horrors, has done little to denazify its state apparatus. 

Not a few older Germans, lamenting their own failure to 
resist Nazism at the time, admit that, as a nation, the Germans 
can never expect to tear the Holocaust out of their history 
books. But more of them, with the passage of time, have come 


increasingly to resent being reminded_of the genocide that they, 
sir fath« 


or their fathers, perpetrated all over Europe. 

They may no longer hate the Jewish people (and gypsies, and 
intellectuals, and leftists... the list was long) but they do not 
believe that the gruesome past any longer obligates them in the 
present. 

Now conies the foremost leader of the Free World, President 
Ronald Reagan, to assure the Germans in effect that they are 
basically right. The guilt feelings “imposed’' on the Germans 
for deeds in which, he believes, hardly any of those now living 
took part, should be exorcised. Allied victory celebrations this 
year, says Mr. Reagan, should serve not to keep old passions 
alive but to celebrate the onset of a new era of peace and 
friendship. 

It was in this spirit of reconciliation that the president, 
perhaps misconstruing a remark by Chancellor Helmut Kohl, 
chose to scrap a planned visit to the Dachau concentration 
camp memorial while in Germany next month. And it was in 
the same spirit that Mr. Reagan, this time in response to an 
explicit request by Mr. Kohl, decided to lay a wreath at the 
Bitburg military cemetery, where the remains of SS soldiers 
who massacred U.S. prisoners of war are interred. 

Plainly it did not occur to him that it would be little short of 
blasphemous of him to honour Nazi war dead while turning his 
back on the Nazis' dead victims. 

If the president has now reversed himself, and will visit a 
former concentration camp after all, along with the military 
cemetery, it is only because of the unexpected storm of protests 
from American Jewish and veteran organizations that broke 
over his head. But his intention evidently stands to trivialize a 
fateful struggle to keep civilized humanity - and incidentally 
the whole Jewish People - from extinction into an ordinary test 
of arms between nations. 

Jews, not least in Israel, are-deeplv grateful to Mr. Reagan 
for his consistent support of the Jewish state. But they cannot 
pass over in silence the president's readiness to bury the hatchet 
not only with today’s Germans, but with yesierday’s Nazis. 
That be is insensitive to Jewish suffering is doubtless untrue, 
and be is in fact planning to participate in several Holocaust 
memorial ceremonies in the U.S. 

But what really matters is how he conducts himself in 
Germany, where Mr. Reagan is willing to forget and forgive the 
evil incarnate that was Hitlerism in order the better to enlist the 
Germans in the alliance to counter the Soviet “evil empire.” To 
so treat the gory past, however, is the best way to bring on its 
eventual revival. 

Little Israel has shown, over the past quarter century, that it 
is possible to maintain and develop friendly and constructive 
relations with the Federal Republic - occasional little rows 
notwithstanding - without glossing over the unforgettable and 
unforgivable past. There is no reason why the great U.S. should 
not be able to do the same.

The hunt for the Nazi war crimin- 
als. he concluded, must continue. 

At a ceremony attended by Presi- 
dent Herzog, and Sephardi Chief 
Rabbi Mordechai Eliahu, six memo- 
rial beacons were kindled by former 
partisans, concentration-camp vic- 
tims, a survivor of Dr. Josef 
Mengde’s experiments on twins and 
a volunteer from the Yishuv who 
worked to save Holocaust survivors.

too, is not very necessary, for two 
reasons. 

First, because enough has been 
written, and, secondly, because all 
the books and diaries notwithstand- 
ing, there is still no language capable 
of clearly expressing the suffering 
and pain of the martyrs and of those 
of us who survived. Anybody who 
was not there can never comprehend 
It. Then why write? 

Today, forty years later, every- 
body says that the Six Million were 
martyrs who sanctified God's Name. 
No other term is used. But at the 
beginning it was not so easy to gain 
this recognition. Not so readily were 
we granted the title of Kedoshim - 
holy ones, martyrs. 

The world, besides remaining si- 
lent, also tried with all its might to 
ignore and deprecate the survivors 
as well as the dead victims. This 
served the world as a means of 
cleansing its conscience for not hav- 
ing done anything to save ns. 

The nations of the Free World and 
the Jews of America, England and 
the other countries that did not come 
under the German heel sough 1 to 
defend their own failure to act by 
accusing us of -passivity regarding 
Hitler. We were regarded as worth- 
less, base cowards, who fled with our 
tails between our legs instead of 
heroically standing up to the enemy. 
People spoke to us scornfully: Why 
didn’t you put up any resistance 
against the Nazis? Why did you let 
them do it to you? 


I REMEMBER. I remember those 
first years after I came to America, 
bow I used to feel ashamed about 
having survived. Bitterly I kept my 
memories to myself, burying them 
deep inside me, where they kept 
gnawing away at my innards: Why 
talk about it? And to whom? The 
world was probably right: It was a 
disgrace to have survived! So I re- 
mained silent... 

1 remained silent, and I got mar- 
ried. We had children, and I re- 
mained silent. I became a rabbi, and 
I lectured and taught the public-on 
everything and about all, only not a 
word, heaven forbid, about the 
Holocaust. 

I remained silent, even though dm 
pain of silence was tremendous, and 
the nightmarish nights of tenor with- 
out sleep were unbearable. Only in 
those dreams did those experiences 
come back, and the next morning 
everything was sealed tight again. 
Silence. 

And the people of the Free World 
didn’t accuse only us survivors of 
cowardice, but also the Six Million 
dead victims. The dead, people said, 
were not martyrs. They did not 
heroicsHy defend Jewish honour, 
but let themselves be led to the gas 
chambers like blind, foolish sheep. 
Many people said this openly, and 
most people did not lose an oppor- 
tunity to give us that feeling. 

Everywhere the theme of Kiddush 
Hoshem - Sanctification of God's 
Name - was being discussed and 
argued. The designation Kedoshim - 
“holy ones.” or “martyrs." people

The ten Sages who were put to death 
by the Romans, those put to death 
by tbe Inquisition - they sanctified 
the Name. They had the choice of 
renouncing God and Judaism, but 
they chose death. That, it was raid, is 
the sole meaning of Kiddush 
Hoshem. 

Of course the highest form of 
Kiddush Hoshem is that of a Jew 
offered the choice of remaining alive 
by renouncing his Jewishness or re- 
maining a Jew and dying, and he 
chooses the latter.

IT IS TRUE that the Nazis did not 
offer their victims any alternative. 
They sentenced all the Jews to 
death, without any ifs or huts, The 
only possible way out was resistance. 
This was conducted in various ways. 
In many dries and towns, the out- 
come was horrendous. As soon as 
the slightest resistance was shown, 
the Germans promptly took savage 
revenge. The SS looked 'for the 


a long struggle against a barbaric, 
cruel enemy -< the Germans - as well 
as their anti-Semitic Polish. Ukrai- 
nian and Lithuanian collaborators, 
who sometimes were more savage to 
the Jews than the Germans them- 
selves. To survive required endur- 
ance, perseverance, hope, trust in 
God, and considerable luck.

Nevertheless, he 
performed Kiddush Hoshem , he 
sanctified God’s name. Isaac was the 
first Kadosh , the first holy martyr- 
witness to the way of Judaism. And 
the Jewish people and Judaism are 
proud of Isaac, azzd he and his act 
occupy a place of honour in ah our 
prayeis. 

Isaac’s fright on his way to the 
sacrifice and whQe be was being 
bound — this fright was his main 
Kiddush Hoshem , even though it 
was the entire extent of his Kiddush 
Hoshem. 

The Zahar tefls us that if one is 
mentally and spiritually ready to 
offer bis life for God - even if it does 
not come to that, he is deemed to 
have actually given his life, and is 
considered on a -par with our pat- 
riarch Isaac. 

Kiddush Hoshem has always been 
measured in relation to the time in 
which the foes of the Jewish people 
acted against us. For example, we 
find in tbe Talmud such statements 
as “Observing tbe commandment to 


slightest pretext to liquidate whole 
towns, to exterminate thousands of 
Jews at a time. Some towns were 
made fudenrein - “Jew-free" - right 
at the outset on some real or ficti- 
tious pretext. Some ghettos and 
camps existed for several years. 

Because of some petty incident 
tiie Germans would in the middle of 
the night seize whole populations, 
march them outside town and mow 
them down with machine guns. 
These reprisals deterred the young 
5le from mounting resistance, 
it precisely was the purpose of the 
SS murderers, and in most places 
they succeeded - except in Warsaw^ 
Vilna, apd a few other towns and 
camps where acts of resistance did 
occur. When young people - and 
there were quite a few such young 
people - decided on some act of 
sabotage, they tried to cover their 
tracks, and they would leave false 
clues leading away from the Jewish 
ghettos to the forests, where there 
were armed partisans. 

Tbe option of open or even under- 
ground struggle did not have a 
chance against Hitler's armed jug- 
gernaut. There was only one other 
choice: to flee, to hide, to evade the 
death sentence hovering over us. 

This choice always involved great 


more so. Undergoing all that hell 
required more strength and courage 
than getting killed. We underwent 
toxmeut from foe very beginning to 
tbe very end. and the end was not 
even really an end. ^ 

For those who perished - death 
put an end to their suffering. For ua 
survivors, the suffering continued 
long after our liberation. Many of us 
were virtually dead, and our survival 
was a resurrection. Is not the miracle 
of coming back to Ufe to be reckoned 
as Kiddush Hoshem! 

Today we know that our psychic 
and physical sores will never heal; 
our wounds will remain forever.

TOWN ARREST ORDERS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. - Since 1980. at least 24 per- 


sons from Israel proper have been 
issued town arrest orders whereby 
their physical movement is restricted 
to foe confines of their town or 
village, usually for a minimum 
period of six months. Such orders 
are imposed by the Regional Milit- 
ary Commander under Articles 
{108- HO of the Defence Regulations 
(DER) of 1945, "for tire protection 
of public security, defending the re- 
gion and public order. ** 

In effect, neither the restricted 
person nor his lawyer is given the frill 
details of tbe reason for foe order, 
making appeal to the district court 
and/or High Court of Justice in* 
adequate at best.
